“OFFENSE DID NOT HAVE ENOUGH ZIP,” 


SAYS COACH SMITH OF SAN JOSE GAME — 


Last Friday; after a dull week 
of practice, the highly regarded 
Hartnell Panther football team 
boarded a Greyhound bus for a 
little jaunt to San Jose. There 
are, perhaps, a few people, who 
wish that the Harts had never 
left Salinas. : 

Before the mighty Panthers 
piled back on the bus for the 
trip home, they had disgraced 
the San Jose City College Ja- 
guars, 28 to 8. ‘ 

It was obvious to all in the 
stands of the City College field 
that, while the Hartnell defense 
was effective, the offense looked 
“sick.” As Coach Smith com- 
mented, “The offense did not 
have the proper mental attitude 
... didn’t have enough zip — de- 
termination.” 

It is impossible to judge the 


performance of the defense be- 
cause the San Jose offense was 
practically non-existent. Yet, true 
to tradition, the defense allowed 


the Jaguars to score. Hartnell 


seems to have a phobia against 
shutting out their opponents. 

Jim McGuire set up the first 
Hartnell touchdown by intercept- 
ing a pass on the Hart’s 32 yard 
line. A few. plays later, Henry 
Kalama, who happened to be a 
few inches longer than the two 
yards necessary, carred the ball 
across the goal line. Zermeno’s 
pass to Janoski for the point-after 
fell incomplete. 


Emie Zermeno _ intercepted 
another errant Jag pass, return- 
ing to the 11 yard line. The ball 
was moved to the six, where ace 
defensive linebacker, Larry 
James, finally given a shot at his 
favorite position, fullback, came 
through with a crucial carry for 
six points. Zermeno hung on to 
the ball, picked up the two 
points with a keeper. The score 
at half time was 14 to 0, Hart- 
nell. 

Hartnell got its first touch- 
down of the half after McGuire 
downed a Jag punt on the 44 


yard line in Hartnell territory. 
Six running plays later Janoski 
racked up six from the one yard 
line. Zermeno pitched out’ to 
Janoski but the play was stopped 
short of the goal line. The score 
was then 20 to 0. 

Cass Jackson got the ball on 
the 35 yard line on‘a play from 
scrimmage and carried the ball 
through the entire Hartnell de- 
fense 65 yards for a touchdown. 

The next series of downs for 
Hartnell was truly history mak- 
ing. Coach Smith unlimbered his 
version of the shotgun offense, 
with big Henry Kalama pulling 
the trigger. Although there are 
still a few bugs to be worked 
out, on the whole Coach Smith 
was pleased with the formation. 

Don Toscano packed. in the 
last touchdown’ from three yards 
out.

and Jackson 8.
